TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newport quali- 
fied to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified and warned to meet at the 
Town Hall in said Town of Newport, on the second Tues- 
day of March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To elect a selectman for a term of 
three years; to elect a Town Treasurer and a Town 
Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To elect a member of the Trust Fund 
Commission for a term of three years; one Water and 
Sewer Commissioner for a term of three years; one 
Cemetery Commissioner for a term of three years; 
a Collector of Taxes; Road Agent, and all other Officers 
and Agents necessary for the Town business. 


Article 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, 
Town Treasurer, Auditors and other Officers hereto- 
fore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 4. To bring in your votes for delegates- 
at-large, alternate delegates-at-large, delegates and ai- 
ternate delegates to the National Conventions of the 
various political parties to be held to nominate party 
candidates for President and Vice-President of the 
United States. 


Article 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
- money as may be necessary for the payment of Town 
charges, including the Town Officers’ salaries and ex- 
penses, expenses of the Municipal Court and Mainte- 
ance of the Town Hall, election and registration ex- 
penses. 
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Article 6. To see if the Town will instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a Police force in Newport, and 
designate the hours of service. To see what sum of 
money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
the support of the Fire Department. To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$400.00, twenty-five per cent. of this amount being 
contributed in addition by the State Forestry Depart- 
ment, for the control and extermination of the White 
Pine Blister in the Town. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$888.00 for maintenance of the State Aid Road, a like 
amount being contributed by the State Highway De- 
partment, for this purpose. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $8,240.00 for the maintenance of the 
Trunk Line roads, a like amount being contributed by 
the State Highway Department for this purpose. 


Article 9. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money aS may be necessary for the maintenance and 
repair of highways and bridges. 


Article 10 To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for lighting the 
streets of Newport. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $150.00 to defray the ex 
penses of Memorial Day, and pay the same to the 
Quartermaster of Fred Smythe Post, No. 10, G. A. R. 


Article 12. To see what sum the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Parks and Playgrounds, 
including a payment of $325.00 to the Newport Cadet 
Band, providing the band gives a series of open air 
concerts during the summer season; and for flooding 
the Common for skating purposes. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of the Sewer system for the ensuing year. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow

money on the notes of the Town in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to allow 
a discount on taxes paid prior to June 15, and Sept. 1, 
fix the amount of such discount and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 


Article 16. To see What sum of money the Town 
will raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the 
Public Health Nurse for the ensuing year and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article 17. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be necessary for the payment of the 
Town debt, and the interest thereon for the year en- 
suing and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Articie 18. To see if the Town will vote to make 
any appropriations for the construction and repair of 
sidewalks and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to asx 
for State Aid in connection with its appropriation for 
permanent improvements of highways. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $1,000.00 for the benefit of tie Carrie 
KF. Wright Hospital, and pay the same over to the 
Treasurer of said hospital; also give said hospital the 
use of the Town Hall for two evenings during the year. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to install 
a Central Heating Plant for the purpose of heating the 
Town Hall, Fire Station, and School Bui.dings raise ana 
appropriate money for the same and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to pur- 
chase the interests of The Town of Newport School 
District, in the leased lands, so called, upon such terms 
as may be agreed upon by the Selectmen and the School 
Board, or upon such terms as the School District may 
vote at their Annual Meeting, and raise and approp- 
riate money therefor. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to issue 
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bonds pursuant to the laws of 1923 Chapter 188, to the 
amount not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000) Dol- 
lars for the purpose or refunding Outstanding Bonds 
against the Town and pass any vote thereto. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 to build a sub- 
stantial road of crushed stone, from the schoolhouse in 
North Newport to Edgells Corner on the state high- 
way, approximately one mile, and pass any vote relat- 
‘ng thereto. 


Article 25. Tosee if the Town will vote to extend 
the improvement of Maple Street from the residence of 
Mrs. Carey to the residence of Mr. Durant on Bradford 
Hill, and raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for 
this purpose. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $535.00 to pay for two new Beacon 
Lights, to make permanent self-lighting signals, in 
place of the Traffic signs and lanterns which have been 
used for this purpose. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to con- 
struct a closed sewer from the junction of Cheney and 
North Streets, down North Street, to North Main 
Street, and from there to Sugar River, raise and ap- 
propriate therefor and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will extend the 
Electric Lights from Union Street (Bobbin Shop) to a 
point opposite the residence of Hiram G. Stockwell on 
Pine Street, requiring four lights on the two streets, 
appropriate money therefor and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $1,200.00 for the maintenance of cem- 
eteries for the ensuing year. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to give 
free use of the Town Hall to the American Legion three 
nights during the year, the dates to be determined by 
officials of said Legion.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen: 


_ Again, as last year, your Health Officer is pleased 
to record that there were none of the more virulent oi 
the contagious diseases in Newport during the pasu 
year. There were no cases of diptheria or scarlet 
fever, there were a number of cases of whooping cough, 
and when these were discovered, at the beginning or 
danger period of the sickness, the sick subject was 
warned to stay at home to prevent spreading of the 
disease. The great handicap in the disease is that 
many parents do not recognize the symptoms, until 
past the contagion period, or if recognizing it, attempt 
to treat it themselves and do not call a physician who 
would report the case to the Health Officer. 

There were a few cases of mumps during the 
spring. 

Newport has been fortunate in having such a clean 
slate, in these matters, for, it is a fact that many of 
the towns in the state have suffered considerably from 
rontagious diseases. 

Contagious diseases cause not only a financial loss 
to the town ior quarantine maintainance and super- 
vision but also cause a loss of time, money and physical 
ybility in the family in which it occurs. 

Times have changed. But a few short years ago 
hardly any preventive measures were employed—dis- 
ease came and only then, were measures taken to com- 
bat it. How different it is today—prevention is the 
v atch word of the hour. To safeguard good health is 
our aim. Dr. Geo. E. Vincent writes, ““We will soon be 
paying doctors, as we now pay lawyers—a retaining 
fee by the year, to prevent sickness in the family.” 

In years past there were no public health activities 
to whom the Health Officer could look for assistance. 


De 


Today the helpful agencies are many and highly effici- 
ent. The results prove their right to be maintained. 

The public health nurse, the tuberculosis nurse, 
the infant welfare nurse, health clinics, free serums 
and vaccine, and health tests all tend to raise to a 
higher standard our living conditions. 

Your Health Officer is co-operating actively with 
all these numerous health agencies, now so well estab- 
lished, as to be recognized as necessary institutions for 
the prevention of disease and the maintenance of the 
public health. Health work is going on constantly in 
our community for our general good. 

Baby life is just twice as safe in the United States. 
as it was twenty years ago. This gain has come about 
because of several things. Mothers understand better 
the advantages of careful feeding, there is less fly dan- 
ger, and most of all, the improved milk supply. This 
advance is worth the cost. 

A great deal has been said about vaccination. Some 
have felt that this was a nuisance and unnecessary. 
This is much to be regretted. The facts are that New 
Hampshire enjoys the enviable reputation of the low- 
est small pox rate of any state in the Union. True vac- 
cination prevents small pox. Nothing else does. True 
vaccination done on a clean arm, with pure lymph and 
kept clean and unbroken will never make a sore arm. 
Facts such as those should be conscientiously consider- 
ed before we assail a formidable bulkward of our health 
system. 

The drinking water of our town has been examined 
every few months to test its purity. In every case it 
has been found to be of standard purity and quality. 
This should be a source of satisfaction, not only to 
those in charge, alive to the besetting dangers, but also 
to the citizens in knowing that the drinking water was 
clean and free from the pollution which causes typhoid 
fever and other dangerous diseases. Typhoid is pre- 
ventable. When a case of typhoid occurs now, we must 
find out the origin, for today preventive medicine has 
advanced to the point where some one is to blame for 
every case of typhoid fever. 


Newport at its last town meeting adopted the pub- 
lic statutes governing the supply of milk. This is an 
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admirable step forward. It safeguards the principal 
food of our children. The laws require in the first 
place that all milk shall be from tuberculin tested cows, 
that the milk shall be kept under strict sanitary con- 
ditions to ensure its cleanliness and that it shall be de- 
livered to your homes in clean bottles. 


The bottles to be filled in a clean and sanitary milk 
room. Milk is a very important food. It is an almost 
perfect balanced food, containing practically all the nec- 
essary elements for growth, energy and repair of the 
body, in the right proportions and in a digestible form. 
Unfortunately is just as good a food for disease germs 
as for people, and to prevent rapid growth of bacteria 
in milk it is necessary that it should be handled in a 
very careful manner from the time it is produced until 
it is used. Even then it sometimes becomes infected 
with the germs of tuderculosis from tuberculous cows, 
or the germs of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, dipthéria 
or septic sore throat from some milk handler who is a 
carrier or is coming down with one of these diseases. 
Dr. Theobald Smith of Harvard Medical School says: 
“The tuberculosis of the bones and glands is usually of 
the bovine type. The disease from the infected cows 
gets into the milk and infects those who drink it.” 


Again Dr. L. I. Dublin says, “The greatest im- 
provement in tuberculosis is in children. An important 
factor in causing tuberculosis in children is drinking 
raw milk from tuberculous cows. Efforts to get milk 
from tuberculin tested cows must not be lessened.” 


In conforming to the statutes the milk dealers had 
to apply to your Health Officer for an application to 
have their cows tested, and when this was done and the 
infected ones weeded out and the premises disinfected, 
the dealers applied for application for license. In this 
application it is stated the number of cows in herd, 
whether graded or pure-bred, number of quarts of milk 
produced, to whom sold either to the public direct or to 
other dealers to retail themselves. If all regulations 
are complied with a license is issued for one year from 
June lst to June lst. The license carries with it the ob- 
ligation to maintain good sanitary conditions and to 
have the herds tested every year, by an accredited vet- 
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erinarian, that is one approved by the State Board of 
Health. 

Most of the dealers have willingly conformed to 
the regulations. Some have not entirely fulfilled all 
conditions. There is much work still to be done. We 
are just making a beginning. 

We must spare no effort to see that the milk that 
is fed to our babes and children is not only free from 
all contamination but is clean, pure and wholesome. We 
can do no less.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Recent disastrous fires, attended by loss of life, 
have called attention once more to the folly of poorly 
equipped fire departments. At two bad fires in Ver- 
mont, lives were lost because ladders were either ab- 
sent when wanted or inadequate when erected. For 
- many years the Newport department has been amply 
equipped with ladders, long enough to reach any nec- 
essary point in town. The ladder truck, however, is 
actually needed at only about one fire in five or six, and 
the town has never provided regular horses to perform 
this occasional service. To do so would cost several 
hundred dollars a year. The engineers believe that the 
time is here when motorizing the ladder truck is nec- 
essary. The expense will not be great and the addition- 
al security, especially in the business section and to the 
mills, will be considerable. 


During the year the department has responded to 
18 bell and 51 still alarms. The spirit of the mén has 
been excellent on all occasions, and we believe the or- 
ganization to be in a high state of fire-fighting effeci- 
ency. No bad fires have developed, but several prom- 
ising ones have been smothered by quick work.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


‘To the School Board of Newport: 


I am herewith submitting my first annual report 
based on knowledge of the schools gathered since Octo- 
ber first, when I began work as your Superintendent. 
Any misconception I may have as to the many situa- 
tions mentioned in this report may be ascribed to the 
necessarily brief space of time I have had upon which 
to base my conclusions. 


Educational Survey 


I have never ascribed any great value to the “Essay 
Type” of administrative report, based merely upon per- 
sonal conjecture. Consequently, I plan to conduct a 
survey of the results we are getting in the several 
subjects in our schools during the next year by the use 
of standard tests in English and Composition, spell- 
ing, arithmetic, reading, writing and the like. These 
tests have been given in many of the best school sys- 
tems in the United States, the results of which are de- 
finitely known and which serve for comparative values 
of the work being done in our own schools. When: such a 
survey is finished, the results will tell us what is being 
over-emphasized in our schools and what needs more 
emphasis for satisfactory results judged by standards 
maintained elsewhere. 

Last year one of the first grades was on half time. 
I found early after coming here that the same group 
was starting another year on half time. Some parents 
objected to the continuance of such conditions which 
received my entire sympathy. The situation was ex- 
plained to members of the School Board which led to 
equipping Legion Hall as a school room, thus providing 
for this second grade group on full time. The availa- 
bility of Legion Hall made this possible. 

Many parents have been to me concerning entering 
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their children in school after the chi'dren in the enter- 
ing class are well under way in the year’s work. This 
situation should be met be re-establishing the kinder- 
garten, thus providing for the children between the 
ages of 5 and 7 years. This can readily be done when 
the present high school pupils are housed in the new 
building. 

Rather an unusual opportunity is developing in 
Newport to create an ideal modern school system. The 
senior high school housed in the new quarters will 
prove to be adequate to the demands imposed upon it 
by present day situations. As a part of the equipment 
for efficient laboratory work, a gas generating outfit 
shou.d be included, which will place this work on par 
with the work of laboratories where city gas is avail- 
able. In fact these machines are used in some places in 
preference to the regular city gas. Anyone not actu- 
ally having had experience in teaching the high school 
sciences can appeciate the importance of having avail- 
able for use, Bunson gas burners, in helping to facili- 
tate the science work. 

In order to have a properly balanced manual arts 
course the Manual Training equipment should 
be completed, and possibly augmented by a few ma- 
chines so it will be possible to do a man-sized piece of 
work. With such an outfit it would not only Se possible 
to make the work more worth while to the boys but to 
turn out many useful materiais for the schools. It is 
possible to produce such articles at about one-fourth 
their actual commercial cost. This is not an experi- 
ment with me as I have actually produced such results 
under actual Working conditions. 

When the high school pupils are housed in the cw 
Towle High School, the Primary Building will bezome 
not only a primary building in name but in reality. 
There are six rooms in the building. We have about 
sixty pupils in each of the first three grades. These 
grades are known almost universally as the primary 
grades. The Richards school with the annex, will house 
the intermediate grades,—the fourth, fifth and sixth. 
Th’s school, with some modifications, will make a good 
Junior High School plant. The present eighth grade 
rooms will house the sixth grades. The Annex will pro- 
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vide for the fourth and fifth grades. This will make 
available very adequate Junior High School quarters 
in what is now occupied by the present high school pu- 
pils with some room to spare. 

Some provision should be made at this school 
for properly housing the Domestic Arts work for cook- 
ing. The present room is entirely inadequate as re- 
gards space, ventilation, heat and light. 

With these adjustments made the kindergarten 
situation is not definitely located. I am confident that 
this situation will be met when occasion requires. I am 
likewise certain that this phase of education is one that 
cannot well be neglected. It is the start the children 
get here that gives them the standing and maturity of 
mind in the upper grades, that stamps the schools as 
superior. When we are providing ninty per cent of the 
essentials toward making our schools what we desire 
them to be, I am of the opinion, from attitudes that 
have been evidenced toward the schools in Newport, 
that its people want the best in so far as they are able 
to supply it. In other words, from what I gather 
from the citizenry of Newport with relation to its 
school, the motto of the town is, “Nothing is too good 
for Newport.” With this goal in mind, with all pulling 
to that purpose, we shall leave no efforts unconsum- - 
mated, which will bring the desired results. 

The schools outside the village shall receive no less 
attention from me than those of which Ihave already 
spoken. The school at Guild, with its forty or more 
children in five grades, presents problems too great for 
one teacher to satisfactorily solve. I am of the opinion 
that a school should be provided next year, upstairs at 
this building, which will contain the three upper 
grades, with the primary room down stairs. This will 
necessitate fitting up the upstairs room as a_ school 
room. Financial provision for this has been included in 
this year’s Budget. It may become necessary to retain 
the sixth grade at this school in another year, which 
would make three grades on either floor with an enroll- 
ment of about thirty pupils each. 

The Reed school house is in very good condition. 
With minor repairs and some added equipment, it will 
provide ample educational opportunities for the child- 
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ren of the first five grades. The Kellyville school plant 
is in good condition. Hot lunch facilities have been 
provided this winter for the large number of pupils who 
remain at that school for the noon lunch. All schools 
where such a provision has been made, throughout the 
country, have made noticeable gains in scholarship and 
attendance. With minor repairs and added equipment, 
the North Newport school will prove adequate to the 
needs of the neighborhood. Ata small expense at this 
school, it is possible to provide workshops for both boys 
and girls in the way of woodworking and domestic arts 
as well as school library facilities. This would be accom- 
plished by taking in the extra room there for these 
purposes. 

If I can be assured of the full support of everyone 
in making the Newport schools what they should be, I 
believe it will be possible, within the next year or so, to 
make them second to none in the country for turning 
out superior educational results. Such is my hope at 
the present writing and I have yet to be denied the nec- 
essary support and encouragement for bringing this 
about, all of which can be done without imposing a fi- 
nancial burden upon anyone. 


Meritorious Service Commended 


I desire to register a word of commendation on a 
very meritorious and unusually efficient work that has 
been done and is being done by a teacher in the New- 
port Schools. I find that Miss Ellen H. Rogers began 
teaching at the North Primary school in Newport in 
1887, at a salary of $180.00 per year. In her thirty- 
seven years’ teaching, she has been absent from school 
125 days, 35 of which were due to deaths in the family, 
and sixty due to a fall on the ice in 1915. This makes 
an absence of just 30 days in 37 years, due to personal 
illness. Such a service is very unusual and very com- 
mendable. , 

The best part of Miss Rogers’ services to which 
she has devoted her entire time to date is that she still 
exhibits wonderful skill in all departments of her work. 
The thing that impresses me most is that she is able to 
take suggestions readily and put then into practice 
more readily than most teachers. Surely such a service

should not go unnoticed and unheralded. 

It has been a real pleasure for me to work for the 
people of Newport for the advancement of its schools. 
It is my hope to be able to report a year of wonderful 
progress in the next annual report, due to the support, 
encouragement and cooperation of all to make our 
schools all we would have them to be.

HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


Mr. True C. Morrill, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report of the 
High School. 

The complete enrollment for the year 1922-1923 
‘was divided by classes as follows:

The exercises of the Commencement Week were 
held in the Town Hall during the week of June 17. The 
prizes in the annual Fairbanks Junior Prize Speaking 
Contest were won by Charles C. Johnson and Heloise M. 
Chadwick. The Towle Prizes were awarded as follows: 
for the best American History Essay to Truman L. 
Eastman, of the class of 1928; for the best sight trans- 
lation in French to Mildred N. Nichols, of the class of 
1923, for the best school essay, Mildred N. Nichols, 
1923. 

A class of 83 was graduated last June. The 
present occupations of its members are as follows:

Fourteen of the thirty-three graduates or 42 per 
cent are now attending schools and colleges. In addi- 
tion two girls from former classes entered New Hamp- 
shire Normal Schools last fall. 

Newport High School prepares pupils for any of 
the New England colleges. The school is on the ap- 
proved list of the New England College Certificate 
Board and also on the approved list of Dartmouth Col- 
lege. College certification and passing grades are two 
different things. Our passing mark is 70 per cent but 
our certification grade is 80. This accounts for the 
fact that some members of each graduating class en- 
ter college without examination while others must pass 
examinations or enter colleges with lower entrance re- 
quirements. Newport High School has the same certi- 
ficate privilege as any first class high school in the 
state. There are some colleges, notably Harvard, Yale 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Wellesley, Vas- 
sar and Smith that do not admit pupils from any schooi 
in the country without examinations. Pupils who are 
planning to enter college should bear in mind the fact 
that good marks in high school are prerequisite to col- 
lege certification. The college record of our graduates 
is in every way a creditable one. Many of our pupils 
have completed their college work with high honors 
and no pupil, in recent years at least, has been dismiss- 
ed from any college because of poor work. 

Newport High School is and has been for years, on 
the list of schools approved by the State Board of Edu- 
cation. A comparison of the record of Newport High 
School for 1922-1923 with the average of the 117 ap- 
proved secondary schools of the state for the same 
period shows the following: 

Newport enrolled 42 per ‘tent boys to the state av- 
erage of 45 per cent. 

Newport had an attendance record of 96 per cent 
and a tradiness record of .9 per cent compared with the 
State average of 93.7 p. c. and .9 per cent in attendance 
and tardiness respectively. 

Newport lost 11 per cent of its pupils during the 
year for sickness, moving from town, poor work, ete. 
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as compared with the state average of 13 per cent. 

Newport had 4 per cent of the pupils fail in one 
subject and 5 per cent fail in more than one subject 
while the average for the state was 8.9 per cent in one 
subject and 7.2 per cent in more than one subject. 

Newport had 15 pupils per teacher to the state av- 
erage of 18. 

Newport graduated 76 per cent of its class at en- 
trance to the state average of 52.6 per cent. 

Newport sent 39 per cent of its recent graduates 
to advanced schools as compared with the state average 
of 43 per cent. 

Newport lost 17 half days on account of holidays 
and other causes to the state average of 16. 

It is evident from the above that the work done 
by our high school compares favorably with that done 
by other schools of the state. The data shows that we 
had 15 pupils per teacher while the state average was 
18. This is accounted for by the fact that the music 
teacher was counted in taking the average and also by 
the fact that most of the teaching in the eighth grade 
was done by the high school teachers. Taking those 
facts into consideration the actual number of pupils per 
teacher was 22. 

Through the foresight of the citizens and school 
officials we are again able to retain the services of the 
most of our teaching staff. Our two new teachers are 
doing good school work. Efficient teachers are the 
greatest essential for good school work. The teacher 
and the pupil make the school. The physical surround- 
ings, text books and other equipment are valuable aids 
but good teachers, are the prime requisites. 

It is hoped that "plans will be made to provide for 
the completion of the Towle High School so that we 
may occupy it next fall. Until better housing condi- 
tions and better equipment is provided for the grades, 
good foundation work cannot be done and as a result 
the high school is unable to carry on the type of work 
that should be done. 


I wish again to call the attention of the parents to 
the matter of regular attendance. Most of the failures 
and low marks in high school are due to irregular at- 
tendance and lack of home study. <A pupil who misses 
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one day does not know the assignment for the next day 
and is therefore unprepared. The only reason for ab- 
sence should be sickness and impassable streets. Help 
us to help your children by making sure that they are 
in school on time each day. 

A few of the more brilliant fpupils can do good 
work with very little home study but the big majority 
of pupils need at least two hours of home study each 
day. 

The record of the school in athletics continues to 
be creditable. Our teams are winning a large number 
of their games, but better still, the boys are learning 
the lessons that athletics should teach under the able 
direction of Coach Daniels. School basket ball has been 
started this year after a lapse of about twelve years. 
It is hoped that the public will support this team as 
they have all the other school teams. 

The school was represented at the Bi-State Prize 
Speaking Contest by Mildred Nichols and Chester Bar- 
ton of the class of 1928. Miss Nichols won the silver 
cup awarded to the best girl speaker. 

A very successful operetta was presented last 
spring under the able direction of Mr. Shirley E. Pol- 
lard and Miss Mary E. Donovan. 

During the first half of the !present school year the 
enrollment has been divided as follows:

These pupils are enrolled by subjects as follows: 
English 145; French 70; Latin 41; History 94; Math- 
ematics 58; Science 26; Domestic Arts 41; Com- 
merce 78. 

The record of attendance for the half year is 95.29 
per cent; for tardiness .57 per cent. The percent of 
pupils leaving school has been 2.8 per cent. The num- 
ber of pupils per teacher is 21. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all who have assisted 
in the carrying out of our mutual obligations. I de- 
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Sire particularly to thank both the past and 'present 
Superintendent of Schools for their loyal support; the 
members of the School Board, teachers and other 
school officials for their assistance in the management 
of the school, and the parents and citizens for their 
co-operation.
